Elective  studies  are  printed  in  italics;  all  others  are  prescribed. 

A general  exercise  in  Music  is  optional,  except  for  Normal  School  can- 
didates^ for  whom  it  is  prescribed.  Spelling  is  prescribed  for  all  students. 

Drawing  is  prescribed  for  all  pupils  of  the  first  and  second  years,  also 
for  Normal  School  candidates  throughout  the  course. 

Candidates  for  diplomas  must  pursue  all  the  prescribed  studies,  and  at 
least  four  studies  in  the  third  year.  In  the  fourth  year,  pupils  may  take 
three  major  studies,  with  a total  weekly  program  of  eighteen  hours  work. 
Students  who,  from  any  cause,  fail  to  meet  these  requirements,  are  en- 
rolled as  “unclassified,”  and  cannot  graduate  until  the  prescribed  work 
is  satisfactorily  made  up. 

Pupils  who  desire  to  prepare  for  college  should  make  special  arrange- 
ment of  their  courses  with  the  principal.
